Distress at NORTHAMPTON. 

At Northampton the distress is becoming 
very acute, and the condition of the non- 
union men and their families is becoming 
pitiable. Mr. Labouchere, in replying to the 
resolutions of the Northampton manufac- 
turers concerned in his action, writes that 
Mr. Ward’s letter could bear no other con- 
struction than that it was desirable that the 
union funds should be exhausted. This Mr. 
Labouchere describes as a monstrous doc- 
trine, and that the responsibility of the pre- 
sent unhappy situation rests entirely with the 
side refusing arbitration. 


RAILWAY COLLISION. 

A serious accident occurred on the L. and 
N.W. Railway near Mirfield Station, York- 
shire, about midnight on Thursday. The 
driver of a goods train had apparently mis- 
taken the signal, and instead of running upon 
the main line ran with terrific force into the 
stop block on a siding. The engine was 
dashed over on its side and rolled down an 
embankment, both driver and stoker being 
killed. To add to the serious nature of the 
disaster, another goods train coming along 
also dashed into the same siding and into 
the wreckage caused by the accident to the 
first train. The guard of the second train 
was injured. Smith, the driver, stated be 
fore his death that the accident was the re 
sult of his carelessness, and that he alone was 
to blame, he having mistaken the signals 
when they were turned on for the fast train. 
He added that although he had traversed the 
line many a time this was the first occasion 
anything had gone wrong.

A little squirrel brought up by hand not 
only has a supreme confidence in his human 

rotectors, but comes to them in the most 

ouching manner with all his troubles and 
perplexities. He is a most affectionate pet, 
N your hands with his tongue like a 
eat, and rubbing bis Teasta Go little head 
against your cheek. The nest-building fever 
is sure to come over him, though he has 
never seen a squirrel or known a squirrel’s 
nest since he left his mother in blind baby- 
hood. He collects all manner of rags and 
pers for this remarkable structure. 
jothing is too downy and soft for the 
winter nest. Like all intelligent builders of 
modern times, he uses abundance of paper 
to seal up cracks and sheath his nest from 
the cold. When he was building a nest our 
Ret squirrel was the ideal of tireless energy. 
atiently and surely he would roll up an 
entire sheet of newspaper into a convenient 
little wad which he could carry in his mouth. 
The fever for nest-building seemed first to 
come to him when he eaw some of his 
friends cutting cotton wadding into squares 
to tie over the tops of canned fruit jars. He 
had been sitting on the kitchen table appar- 
ently watching the entire process of canning. 
When these downy white squares were cut 
and laid in a pile hie eyes glistened with in- 
telligence. He seized a couple at once in his 
mouth and sprang away with them to a re- 
mote corner of the attic eaves and began 
building energetically. He selected soft 
pieces of wool from the patchbag, brought 
in dry leaves from outside, tore bits of tissue 
paper in pieces for the nest, and then rolled 
up & newspaper to pad the cracks of the 

eaves.

Since he had been in the house he had slept 
in a basket of cotton under a little white 
merino shawl. This shawl he regarded as 
his special prope: He attempted to con- 
vey it to his nest, but it was too cumbrous. 
80 he led to one of the children of the 
household, indicating clearly what he wanted, 
and while he carried one end, she held up 
the other, and thus it was triumphantly 
conveyed to the nest. After this the children 
offered him bits of woollen cloth, tissue 
paper, and other thi to assist the build- 
ing; some he rejected, others he joyfully 
accepted. It was funny to notice the air of 
‘uaportasce with which ho sat on the edge 
of his nest, nodding excitedly when he per- 
ceived a bit of wool or paper that he could 
use. He occasionally purloined small wool 
articles, like mittens; once he took a silver 
bracelet, and he had a passion for tooth- 
brushes. All these articles he concealed in 
his nest. He used the tooth-brushes to 
gnaw on, doing no damage in this direction 
around the house. When he was ill (and he 
had several periods of serious indisposition 
before he went out into the woods) he would 
crawl up on the lap of one of the family, 
and nestle there, a most pitiful bit of suffer- 
ing. One whole day, before his nest was 
built, he lay in his basket of wool, a poor 
little sick squirrel, that refused to be com- 
forted unless one of the children sat by him 
and prt her chubby little hand in the basket 
for him to nestle against. Nothing in 
nature is more touching than the utter con- 
fidence that sick and dying animals show in 
their human protectors, often crawling to 
tho feet of those who have loved them in 
life to breathe their last. 

N HIBERNATION. 

But this squirrel lived. He lived to learn 
the joy of climbing the pine trees. He 
would call back to the children at first from 
tho heights of the trees, as if he expected 
them to follow, and it took some persuasion 
at first to induce him to make an upward 
venture. The first day he went outdoors he 
became terribly frightened. He lost his 
way, and when at last he found the familiar 
house in which he was reared he gave a cry 
of joy and rushed into the depths of his nest. 

t was many hours before he would leave it, 
and several days before he could be induced 
to go outdoors again. To add to his embar- 
rasements, the wild squirrels outside re- 
sented his intrusion. ey had often peered
